SUBJECT: Offer to Go On National Public Radio 


hy On 30 April I received a phone call from New York 
City from Kempton Dunn of the Council on Foreign Relations. 
Mr. Dunn said he was aware I was speaking on China at the CRR 
on 12 May. He asked if I would be available to talk on 
National Public Radio (NPR) (a nonprofit radio network de- 
voted in large part to education). It would be a 15 to 20 
minute interview with Pauline Frederick and would take place 
at 1615 just before my talk at the CFR. He said that NPR 
had 168 stations but these stations were largely autonomous 
and he did not know how many would pick up the program. Dunn 
said he would write me a letter the week of 3 May to outline 
his plans. 


Zs I told Mr. Dunn this was an unprecedented request : 
in my case. I would have to consult with my superiors and 
therefore could give no commitment at this time. He said he 
completely understood the delicacy of this matter; however, 
if I agreed, I could talk to them first in Washington and 
work out an agreed scenario here before going to New York 
City. Mr. Dunn then gave me a short sales pitch on the value 
of educating the public on China and the importance of drawing 
on "Chinese expertise" for this purpose. He then commented 
that he had heard Mr. Bush and myself in New York on China 
at the CFR and was impressed with that kind of exchange. 


Be I reported this approach to Angus Theurmer right 
away and requested his guidance on how this matter should be 
handled.
